The city had given the 
green light to the marina 
project, as well as to the

Boyne man 
sentencing 
set for arson

CHARLEVOIX — A plea of no contest in an arson case 
was accepted by Charlevoix County Circuit Court Judge 
Richard M. Pajtas on Friday, July 6. 

Cordell Lester Cambric, 53, did not contest a chrsé that 
he set fire to his house on Timber Ridge Trail near Boyne 
City on April 22. He appeared in court with his attorney, 
Christopher Turkelson, who entered the no contest plea on 
Cambric’s behalf. 


_Acharge of habitual offender was dropped from fourth” 


offense to second. offense, which isa potential 30-year 
felony. Another, charge of arson of insured property with 
intent to defraud the insurance company was dismissed. 

Sentencing of Cambric is set for July 20 in Judge Pajtas’s 
courtroom. A $200,000 bond continues and Cambric re- 
mains in the county jail. 

Cambric’s house at 2082 Timber Ridge Trail was de- 
stroyed in the fire that spread into surrounding woods. No 
one was injured. 


Jordan River 
enthusiasts 
fight dumping

CHARLEVOIX — The Jordan River is acclaimed by 
biologists, fishermen and environmental groups as one of 
the last free flowing, non-fragmented rivers in the country. 

The river’s headwater is just west of Alba in Antrim 
County. Water flows westerly for about one-third of the 
river’s length, then turns northerly to flow into the south 
arm of Lake Charlevoix at East Jordan in Charlevoix 
County. 

But the pristine Jordan River could be at risk if CMS 
Energy, a holding company of Consumers Power, is allowed 
to store contaminated wastewater nearby. 

Recent clean up of leachate, a hazardous by-product of 
water and cement kiln dust, found at Bay Harbor on Lake 
Michigan has left the former owner of the land, CMS En- 
ergy, looking for a place to dump the toxic wastewater. 
Alba was the choice as the site to install an underground 
injection well to hold the leachate. 

But, Friends of the Jordan River Watershed, working with 
professors from Michigan State University, have identified 
the Alba area as a primary source of groundwater for the 


Jordan River, said FOJ president, Dr. John Richter. 


“Any contamination of the ground water from this in- 
jection well would ultimately harm the Jordan River,” Rich- 
ter said. 

FOJ is opposed to the CMS Energy proposal in the Alba 
area. The group was successful in obtaining an extension 


of time for public comment concerning the proposal from - 


the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. 

In a June 27 letter to the EPA asking for the extension, 
Richter informed the EPA of the reasons FOJ opposed the 
injection well proposal. 

“The area in question involves a large magnificent aqui- 
fer which supplies the region’s drinking water, as well as 
several major pristine rivers, including the Jordan and 
Manistee. A mistake or miscalculation liere would have 
profound ramifications for many years to come,” Richter 
said.

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“Unlike many of the surrounding shoreline affluent 
communities, most residents of Alba do not have te- 
sources as readily available to organize in a short time 
period when proposals that threaten-our environment 
arise. We would like to believe Alba was not chosen 
because of this. An extension to the public comment 
period would alleviate such a concern and give us time 
to ensure mistakes that could last generations are not 
made,” he added. 

CMS Energy must obtain a permit from the EPA be- 
cause the agency regulates underground injection of 
fluids through wells. The proposed injection well in 
Alba would be 2,200 feet deep, approximately 900 feet 
deeper than drinking water wells in the area. 

CMS Energy spokesman, Tim Petrosky, appeared 
before Charlevoix County Commissioners at a June 27 
meeting in the county building. He stated that the com- 
pany has long adhered to state and federal regulations 
and maintains a good record in the state. 

CMS Energy applied for the well because it is re- 
sponsible for the leachate disposal, he said. The well 
would give the company control over the disposal. 

Alba was chosen because the geology is ideal, 
Petrosky said. 

CMS Energy has also applied for a permit to dispose 
of the wastewater at the Bay Harbor site, he told com- 
missioners. A public hearing is expected to be held in 
mid or late August, Petrosky said. 

In light of that, the application for a well in Alba may 
not have been needed. But Petrosky said that it was. 

“We don’t have a permit yet for on-site (Bay Har- 
bor) disposal and we don’t know how long it will take, 
and in the meantime we have an obligation to take care 
of this in an appropriate manner,” Petrosky said on 
Monday. 

But, CMS Energy does not have a permit for the 
Alba site either. 

A hearing on the Alba site held on June 13 in Alba, 
brought many comments based on concern for the 
ground water and the river, FOJ’s Richter said. 

“Every person who spoke against the injection well 
feared contamination,” he said. 

The biggest social issue of the hearing was the in- 
sult of transporting Bay Harbor waste to Alba, he 
added.

side of the project, provided no authorization for 
usage of their RIA for ingress/egress. 

Another state department, the Department of 
Natural Resources, objected to the project “because 
of the impact on the public’s right to navigate and 
fish on all navigable waters.” 

MDEQ and other state agencies received more than 
150 comments. Most of them pertained to adverse 
impacts to the public trust, specifically the right to 
navigate and fish on Lake Charlevoix. 

Telephone calls to the city and to the developers 
were not returned by press time. 

The developers have a right to appeal within 60 
days. The MDEQ also suggested that dockage be 
reduced in any alternative plan. 

Owner of One Water Street Investments LLC, 


Greg Krueger of St. Clair Shores, and developer, . 


Jerry Rutter of Elk Rapids, had planned to build a 
24-slip marina and an additional 379-feet of broad- 
side dockage to accommodate 10 boats. Plans called 
for docks up to 704-feet in length. 

The marina plans were part of the One Water 
Street development project that includes condo- 
minium residences, retail shops and other busi- 
nesses on the Lake Charlevoix waterfront down- 
town.

EAST JORDAN — Sometimes, the most 
intriguing stories aren’t those about the winners, 
but those who also ran, or competed. 

That‘certainly was the case with the 22nd 
annual Jordan Valley Triathlon on Saturday, June 


30. 


Among the 160 competitors, one was an 
amputee and the other had survived after several 


months in a coma. 


It could well be the reason one competitor was - 


quoted as telling a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce that the race was “the jewel of the

north.” 

Maybe 
organizers will 
eventually coin 
the phrase. But, it 
was definitely 
taken as a- 
compliment. 

_ “As far as 
participant 
‘satisfaction, it 
always gets high 


reviews,” race director Thomas Birgy said. 
“They love the volunteers, and the enthusiasm. 

And, we do a couple of things differently that 

help make it more participant-friendly, and even 


spectator-friendly.” 


Before the race, volunteers go around the entire 
course distributing handbills alerting residents 
when the race will take place. 

Short biographical information on some of the 
participants is included in the hand-outs as well. . 

It has the desired effect, as many residents set 


up chairs in front of their homes to watch, and — 
cheer, the participants as they follow the course. _ 


From start to finish, there’s about 20 miles 
contestants have to traverse on land, so distribut- 
ing the handbills is a pretty major undetaking for 


the volunteers. 


The bicycle course covers 19.9 miles, and the 
participants complete the rest on foot — running. 
“We have a very enthusiastic crew of volun- 
teers,” Birgy said. “I don’t think I’ve ever had a 
volunteer say that they wouldn’t be back to help 


next year. 


“Everbody enjoys it enough that they’re willing 
to come back again. Part of that is some of the 
human interest stories that go along with some of 


the participants.” 


Among the participants this year was a 61-year 
old man who had double knee replacement 
surgery,.and survived a bout of cancer a year ago. 

Birgy thinks the man has been coming to the - 
race for 15 years now, and his daughter partici- 


pated this year. 


There was also a former Navy SEAL who was 
part of an elite sky diving group. 

Some time ago, he was 3,000 feet up when 
another sky diver shot through his deployed 


parachute. 


He plummeted to the ground, and was in a 
coma for two months. When he came out of it, he 
was paralyzed for about six months. 

But his troubles weren’t over. : 

“This guy had severe frontal lobe damage, so 


| he has balance issues, and some reasoning issues 


sometimes,” Birgy said. “He started to work out 
at a gymnasium after he was able to walk again, 
and started participating in the race last year. 

“Tt’s just pretty heartwarming to see someone 
who has battled back from those kind of issues to 
be able to have a smile on his face when he 


finishes.” 


Lastly, there was a 19-year old girl left on a 
doorstep in China, badly burned. 

She was brought to the United States an 
amputee. But, she did the race, and didn’t ask any 
help. She did the swimming part of the race with 


only one leg. 


“You feel really gratified that you’ve been a 


part of that,” Birgy said.

Sugary Foods 
Cholesterol 


There are two kinds of 
cholesterol, “good” 
(HDL) and “bad” (LDL). 
Higher levels of HDL are 
associated with reduced 
tick of heart disease and 
stroke# A recent study 
discovered that people 
who consumed fewer 
sugary foods and drinks 
had higher HDL than 
those who ate more. 
HDL can also be raised 
by regular aerobic exer- 
cise, losing excess 
weight, cutting trans fats, 
eating more monounsatu- 
rated fats (i.e. olive oil 
and canola oil) and by 
adding more soluble fiber 
oats, fruits, 
vegetables and legumes) 
to your diet. Soluble fiber 
both raises HDL and 
lowers LDL. 
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
